To the Editor of Ta Review : 
| Perhaps you will allow these lines on for. 
| estry, admission to your readers columna, 

I send you herewith the new forestry report. 

If any of your readers who are interested in 

this matter will send their addresses to me, a 

copy will-be sent them free and post paid. 

It is most important that in Ontario we 


should continue our efforte in tree-planting, | 


I am glad to say, that public opinion is being 
aroused to its necessity, and many who pos- 
sess the means and time are planting long 
rows of trees as wind-breaks and endeavoring 
to preserve what pieces of forest they have. 
On the cther hand there are many whose ex- 
igencies compel them to cut down and sell the 
timber left on their farma, thus depriving 
themselves of shelter and injuring the fertil- 
ity of the land. 

Where large masses of forest are interspers- 
ed thronghont a country, the rainfall is better 
distributed and more beneficial, and where 
either these or windbreaks are allowed to 
stand in sufficient numbers the rapid passage 
of the wind oyer the Jand is checked, and 
“drying out’’ to a great extent prevented, 
In a sufficiently wooded country the rain is 

| more likely to fall in frequent showers. Where 
auch is not the case, it falls in torrents of 
water, BP oor crops and washing away 
the soil. We have but fifteen years’ supply 
of firewood left in older Ontario, and as thie 
goes so does most of our hardwood fit for 
manufacturing and building purposes. In a 
few years when both become scarce, many 
will ce to plant, but a little trouble taken 
now will save many years of waiting then. 

The forestry report now ready for distribu. 
tion contains many suggestions as to the 
various kinds of trees advisable to plant, and 
the best methods of planting them or sowing 
their seed, with much valuable forestry infor. 
mation from this and other counties.

In these days when so much is said 
about Canadian annexation, or at least 
closer commercial relations between 
Canada and our own country, it may be 
interesting to know the vast size Of the 
Dominion, The area of the Dominion 
of Canada is extimated at 3,379,000 
square miles or including its water sur- 
faee, 3,519,000 square miles. It is the 
largest of all the British possessione, 
constituting 40 per cent of the Empire, 
the total area of which is over 8,000,000 
square miles, Canada lacks only 237,- 
002 square miles of being as large as the 
whole continent of Europe ; it is nearly 
thirty times as large as Great Britain 
and Ireland, and is 500,000 square miles 
larger thah the United States, exclusive 
of Alaska, Canada covers more than 
1-14 part of the earth’s surface, but con- 
tains only 1-286 part of the population 
of the world.— Boston Commercial.

Bancroft, Mar. 31. ain 
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Annual Report of the Postmaster 
Ceneral. 


The annual report of the Postmaster- 
General shows that the gross postal rev- 
enue for the year ended 30th June, 
1890, was $3,223,614, an increase of 
$259,392, compared with the preyious 
year. The expenditure for the year 
was $3,940,695, so that the difference 
between expenditure and revenue was 
$717,080, the former exceeding the 
latter tothat amount. For the year 
1889 the difference between revenue and 
expenditure was $761,817. The free 
transmission of newspapers throughout 
the Dominion is estimated as costing 
nearly $100,000 a year, at the rate of 
one cent per lb. The Money Order 
offices in operation on the 30th June, 
1890, numbered 1,027, an increrse of 
34 during the year. There has been a 
large increase in the mail business be- 
tween Canada, China and Japan. Sev- 
enty-five new post-offices were started 
in Canada during the year, the total 
being 7,913. 

¢ total letters ani postal cards car- 
ried was 31, 709,286,and of newspapers 
11,293,152, showing an increase of 2,- 
198 of the former aud 578.292 of the 
latter. It is estimated na oa 
istered letters passed through the 
tosil, being a decrease of nearly 300,- 
000. This is attributed to the increase 
of the fee. One hundred and forty- 
nine cases of lost registered letters were 
reported, a decrease to half the. number 
of the previous year, Thirty-one new 
post-office savings banks were opened 
{during the year. The total amount due 
to depositors was $21,990,653, at the 
end of the fiscal year.

$250 to each acreof the island. Guernsey, with 
thirteen hundred souls to each syuare mile, 
and more rock than Jersey, has developed 
greenhouse culture.

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MONARCHS OF THE FOREST. 


Sir Samuel Baker Tells of Wild Amtmats ta 
Tropical Countries. 

There isno man living #0 well qualified to 
write about wild animals from personal ob- 
servation as is Sir Samuel er, For 
nearly half a century he has been an ex- 
= in Africa and ile as well as in the 
east known parts of America and Europe, 
and he has never missed an opportunity of 
hunting ‘big game.” In the book which 
he has recently published in London under 
the title of ** Waid Beasts and Their Ways” 
he confines himself to recounting what he 
has actually seen, bat the range of the ex- 
perience includes such interesting members 


of the animal kingdom as ths elephant, the | 


lion, the tiger, the leopard, the rhinoceros, 
tamus and the crocodile. 

In Sir Samuel Baker's opinion the ele- 
phant is overrated by most naturalists, both 
as regards intelligence and character. He 
can be educated to perform certain acta, 
when specially ordered, but, unlike the dog, 
he never volunteers his services. The au- 
thor of this book never saw an elephant who 
would spontaneously interfere to save his 
master from attack. He admits, neverthe- 
less, that an elephant’s power of learning is 
extraordinary, and that his memory is re- 
markable. After seven months’ absence in 
England, an elephant, that Sir Samuel had 
the use of on a previous visit to India, re- 
cognized him at once on his return. It is 
not through fear that an elephant serves 
man. He is by nature an excessvely timid 
animal and acutely sensitive to pain. Ex- 

rience has shown it to be impossible to 
direct the movement of an elephant by sim- 
ple kindness, He must know you to possess 
the power of inflicting punishment. In one 
particular the elephant is superior to most 
other animals—namely, in its freedom from 
any unpleasant odor. Its skin is sweet, and 
the hand retains no smell after caressing the 
trunk or any other portion of the body. Sir 
Samuel has frequently encamped where fifty 
or sixty elephants would be kept for several 
days within 100 yards of his tent. Still there 
was no offensive scent. 


With regard to the lion, also, Sir Samuel 
Baker’s conclusions differ decidedly from the 
notions handed down in books and based for 
the most parton untrustworthy evidence. It 
is true that he credits the lion with the tradi- 
tional dignity of appearance, and holds that 
this is not frat <8 delusive, but corre- 
sponds to a certain nobility of character, the 
lion being much more reckless than the tiger 
in exposing himself to attack. He has no 
doubt that a lion would, weigh more than 
a tiger of the same length. In his opinion, 
however, the former animal is much less 
ferocious and formidable than the latter. The 
natives of Central Africa have, it seems, no 
fear of the lion when he is undisturbed by 
hunters, though, of course, when wounded 
and standing at bay he isredoubtable enough, 
On several occasions Sir Samuel himself 
has seen lions, close to him when he had no 
opportunity of —e and they have 
invariably passed on without the slightest 
signs of hostile feeling. He evidently does 
not believe the stories (so frequent in books 
of travel) about night attacks by lions on the 
oxen belonging to wagons. In nine years’ 
experience of camp life in Africa, both 
equatorial and as far as fourteen degrees 
north of the equator, 
never even heard of any actual depreda- 
tion committed by lions upon a camp 
or upon a night’s bivouac. e pronounces 
equally apochryphal the tales of lions jump- 
ing fences with full-grown bullocks in their 
grip. They may burst through fences under 
such circumstances, but not jump them. It 
is, Sir Samuel assures us, an impossibility 
for a lion to carry a full-grown ox, All it 
can do is to partially lift the forequarters 
of the victim and drag the carcass along the 
ground. We find two other interesting de- 
tails in the obsetvations of this veteran 
sportsman. Che lion and tiger, when spring- 
ing on its enemy, does not strike a erush- 
ing blow, but merely seizes with its claws. 
The lion, on the other hand, strikes with 
such terrific force that many a man has 
been killed outright as if hit by a trip ham- 
mer, Asto the thorn alleged to exist in 
the extreme end of a lion’s tail, Sir Samuel 
says that this phenomenon, though often 
disputed, is afact. The so-called thron is 
a sharp, horny point, 
a quarter of an inch in length and concealed 
by a tuft of black hair, will, if pressed by 
the finger, make itself felt unmistakably. 


The size of the tiger is overrated by those 
who accept the tales of travelers, or who 
jadge from the length of the skins sold in 
the European or American market. The 
average weight of the bengal tiger, accord- 
ing to Sir Samuel Baker, is from 350 to 400 
pounds. It is not impossible that the 
weight may sometimes reach 550 pounds, 
but the author of this book has never seen 
so heavy an animal. When the’animal is 
fairly measured without stretching, the 
average length from point of nose to tip of 
of tail is 9 feet 6 inches. This is seldom 
exceeded by more than a few inches. One 
tiger, when measured by Sir Samuel, proved 
to be 9 feet 7 inches long ; but the hide, 
when cured, was 11 feet 4 inches in length. 

The strength of the tiger is also exagger- 
ated in the popular conception. Thus it is 
often asserted that this animal can lift and 
carry of a cow simply through the power of 
its jaws and neck, This notion is pronounced 

reposterous. Extremely small as are the 
cattle of India, their height exceeds that of 
the tiger, and, therefore, a cow’s body must 
drag on the und, As the weight of an 
ordinary native cow is just about that of the 
ordinary tiger (350 to 400 pounds), the latter 
can, of course, drag its own weight by lift- 
ing its victim’s y partially in its mouth 
and thus lessening the friction on the surface

Next to the elephant, the hugest beast in

‘amus. Of this animal Sir Samuel Baler has 
‘seen hundreds of specimens on the White 
| Nile. One that he measured was 14 feet 3

| length have frequently been killed. There 
, is no doubt that one of these could swallow 
\anordinary human being. A large specimen 
having been killed and cut open in Ceylon, 
the body of a native was found in its stom- 
ach. We may note, finally, that whatever 
may have been true at the beginning of this 
century, the tough scales of the crocodile 
are no longer bullet-proo*. A hardened, 
| solid bullet, propelled by six drams of pow- 
der, willdrive through a crocodile as though 
its hide were made of paper.

Forewarning of Death, 

An extraordinary fatality has just befallen 
an English family in New York ; and it is 
the more striking because it was accompani- 
ed by one of those dramatic premonitions 
which set all our philosophy at defiance be- 
cause so utterly inexplicable. On Saturday 
Mrs. Kenon Bruce and her two nag, re ge 
Judith and May, arrived by the City of 
Berlin from Somersetshire, England, en route 
to Nebraska. Mr. Kenon Bruce had, some 
months ago, gone to Nebraska to commence 
farming there, and with him was a young 
Englishman named Albert Merritt, who 
was engaged to be married to his friend’s 
daughter Judith. They had done well in 
their farming operations, and a fortnight ago 
Mrs.. Bruce received a letter requesting her 
to go out with her daughters to Nebraska at 
once, Theold home was given up, and, 
with the brightest anticipations, mother and 
daughters set out on their long journey. 
Embarking on the City of Berlin, all went 
well until just after they had left Queens- 
town, when Mrs. Bruce was taken suddenly 
ill, and became wild and delirious, She de- 


clared that she saw her husband lying in the | 


middle of a field dead. During the whole 
of the voyage after that the poor woman 
was inconsolable. She felt sure that she 
would see her husband no more alive. On 
arriving at New York Mra. Bruce received a 
telegram from Mr. Merritt stating that his 
friend Mr. Bruce had been thrown from his 
horse and had his neck broken on the very 
day that his wife saw him lying dead. The 
telegram bade them go on to Nebraska, 
They missed the train on Monday, and were 
proceeding on Tuesday ; but, when about to 
enter the train, a second telegram was placed 
in Mrs. Bruce's hand anaouncing that Mr. 
Merritt died of heart-disease last night. The 
despatch was signed by a companion of the 
two men on the farm. It may be imagined 
with what sorrowful hearts the three wo- 
men proceeded on their way to the home 
which husband and lover, now dead had pre- 
pared for them.

Destruction of the Japanese Houses of

When many years 
afterward he went to see the first applica- 
tion of this discovery of his to the production 
of the illumination of the North Foreland 
lighthouse he said, after looking at the large 
magneto-electric machines there: ‘‘ I gave 
it to you an infant; you have made it a

— permanent magnets were the earliest 

orm. 

A magnet produces an influence in the 
neighborhood around it, and this surround- 
ing neighborhood is known as the “field of 
force” of the magnet—i. ¢., the sphere in 
which its influence can be felt. A etic 
needle or bit of iron- in thia field 
sets itself to point along the “ lines of force” 
of the field—that is, the lines along which 
the magnetie force acts, and which form 
curves round the magnet, running out, as it 
were, from pole to pole, and curving round 
to the other. Any one may see the form of 
these lines of force for himself by placing a 
barmagnet underneath a sheet of paper and 
then sprinkling iron-fillings on the paper. 

On ‘apping this the fillings will set them- 
selves along the lines of force in beautiful 
regular curves. Here the small fragments 
of iron are themselves made magnets while 
under the influence of the powertal magnet 
in whose ‘‘field” they are, and therefore 
place themselves | ways along the lines 
of force—that is, along the line of action of 
the resultant magnetic force at the place 
where each one is, __ 

When a coil ot wire or armature is made 
to revolve rapidly in the strong field of force 
which occupies the space between the poles 
of « powerful electro-magnet currents are 
produced in the coil. These currents alter 
their direction through the coil vigee | time 
the latter changes its position with reference 
to the poles of the magnet. The side of the 
coil which was opposite the north pole is aft- 
er half a revolution opposite the south pole, 
and the influence of the south pole tends 
to produce an opposite current to that of the 
north pole, Here we have an ‘alternate 
current” dynamo machine, 

As the coil or armature rotates with great 
speed—some hundred of revolutions per 
minute—these currents, in sear direo- 
tions, succeed each other very rapidly, and 
ifan electric arc-lamp is placed on the cir- 
cuit it willbe lit up.

The Jablochkoff lamps used lately on the

Ina ‘‘continu. current” dynamo, which 
is necessary for some purposes, such as elec- 
troplating, where the effect desired could nat 
be produced if the direction of the current 
was continually altering, the electric current 
is made to pass always one way round the 
external circuit. Thisresult is got by usin 
the ingenious device of a commutator, whic 
automatically deflects the current so as al-

This com-nutator consists simply of a spilt 
tube, which is attached to the revolving ar-

Bay of Quinte Bridge at Belleville. 


The Bay of Quinte bridge at Belleville 
is now open for traffic, though the 
formal opening will not take place until 
June. The iron superstructure has a 
length of 623 yards, being composed of 
13 spans of 98 feet each, 2 spans of 
148 feet each, 2 draw spans of 101 feet 
each, and 1 land span of 60 feet on the 
south shore. The abutments and pivot 
piers of the draw spans are of heavily 
framed Canadian crib work, with stone 

They reat upon the solid rock. 
The other piers, some fourteen in num- 
ber, are of fine ashlar masonary. The 
floor plank is three inches in thickness 
laid with } of an inch openings and 
spiked to each supporting joist. The 
whole work reflects great credit on the 
builders, the Brown Manufacturing 
Company, of Belleville. It is the long- 
est bridge in the Province of Ontario. 
It cost about $105,000.

mouth, 806; in Norwich, 605; in Salford, | 
567 ; in Nottingham, 541 ; in Hull, 460; in 
Leicester, 402. One single firm, that of 
Greenall, Whitley & Co., owns 534 drink- 
shops in three counties ; another firm owns 
257 in Bristol alone; one man owns 
159 in Birmingham, and another firm 
143 in Liverpool. Two brewers own| 
500 such places in the county of Nor- 
folk. In short, the brewing and distilling 
trades are now in the hands of great wealthy 
bodies, which spread their tentacles in the 
form of Motnsed honsce all over the land.

Obituary. 

Thomes Comerford was born near Castle | 
Blaney, in the County of Monaghan, Freland, 
in the year 1827, His father, who had been 
a soldier in His Majesty's Seryice, and a | 
pensioner, was also head gardener for Lord | 
Blaney. 

At the age of five yeara he came to this | 
country with his parents, in 1832. In the | 
year 1852 he was first married to Mise Selina | 
Card, by whom he had one son, the late J. | 
Derius Comerford, Being early left a widower 
he was married again in 1862,to Miss Amanda 
Mitts, by whom he had eleven children, ten 
sons and one davghter, all of whom still sur- 
vive him. 

Mr. Comerford settled in the Township of 
Madoc. near Eldorado, upwards of forty years 
ago\\when the Township was comparatively 
new and long before railway facilities or the 
present trade accommodations were available 
by the settlers of this portion cf the Country. 
By indefatigable toil and genuine business - 
ability he succeeded in building up a comfort- 
able home and accumulating a property of 
considerable extent. 

He joined the Methodist Communion in 
December, 1874, under the Ministrations of 
the Rev. Samuel Sing. Since that time he 
has been a genuine friend and liberal sup- 
porter of Methodism. His home has been a 
refuge for the Methodist Preacher, His con- 
tributions in aid of Church building were 
liberal and in connection with the erection 
of the beautiful and commodious Church. in 
the Blakely neighborhood, he showed a mark- 
ed interest and his contributions were among 
the Jargest. Mr. Comerford was a’man who, 
thongh well qualified to assume, yet never 
sought municipal honors or public patronage. 

His last sickness was but short. His call 
was sudden ; being taken on the evening of. 
Tuesday the 3ist ult. with erysipelasyin the 
face, he gradually sank without suffering 
much until the evening of Saturday the 4th 
inst. when he quietly breathed his last. His 
last words to the writer were to the effect 
that the strongest desire of his life was the 
Divine presence and blessing.

It isa mistake to eat quickly. Mastica- 
tion performed in haste must be imperfect 
even with the best of teeth, and due admix- 
ture of the salivary secretion with the food 
cannot take place. When a crude mass of 
inadequately crushed muscular fiber, or un- 
divided solid material of any description, is 
thrown into the stomach, it acts as a 
mechanical irritant, and sets up a condition 
in the macous membrane lining of thate . 
which greatly impedes, if it does not alto- 
gether prevent, the process of digestion. 

When the practice of eating quickly and 
filling the stomach with unprepared food is 
habitual the digestive organ is rendered 
incapable of performing its proper functions. 
Either a much larger quantity of food than 
would be necessary tinder natural conditions 
is required, or the system suffers from lack 
of nourishment. The matter may seem a 
small one, but it is not so. Just as a man 
may go on for years with defective teeth, 
imperfectly masticating kis food and wonder- 
ing why he suffers from indigestion, so a 
man may habitvally live under an affliction 

of hurried dinners and endure the conse- 


quent loss of health without knowing why 
he is not well or how easily the cause of his 
illness might be remedied.—{Medical Clas- 
sics,

The nerves of 
the heart are automatic, and do their work 
in their way as the nerves of the head do 
theirs. They appear to know when there 
is ebstruction to the circulation, and they 
make the heart beat harder. 

When I wasa medical student a snake 
was brought to be killed. It was in a deep 
glass jar, and @ stream of carbonic acid gas 
was turned on. In a few minutes it was 
dead. All the gas was not used, but was 
terned on to the back of my hand ; soon the 
skin was a livid lead color, was devoid of 
feeling, and paralyzed. Now this gas large- 
ly formed in the stomach becomes absorbed 
through the heart sac, and paralyzes the 
heart. Probably th.s was so with Secretary 
Windom. He had eaten and then he spoke. 
The force used in speaking was taken from 
the work of digestion so that the blood fer- 
mented, or he may have been drinking car- 
bonic acid water, and the stomach was full 
of carbonic acid gas. Thence it exosposed 
into the heart sac and death followed. I 
knew a doctor (who knew better) to die 
from eating food which he knew would fer- 
ment, simply because he preferred the taste 
of his viands to their pathological effects. 
Heis not alone ; so long as mankind lives to 
eat and does eat to live, just so long will 
sudden death from weak hearts occur. 

Secretary Windom had treatment, but it 
was neutralized by a too close attention to 
business ‘and possibly by the late financial, 
world-wide panic, in which people looked to 
government for relief for the evils brought 
on by speculation. People forgot that it is 
work to live—that each person has a limit- 
}ed amount of dynamic energy to expend in

PRINCE SAPOLEON. 


_tlatmed te be the Last ofthe Bonapartes. 


Flon-Pion net the Head of the Honse. 
| There died in Rome the other day 
the man who, since the death of Louis | 


| Napoleon, the Prince Imperial, in an 
| African jungle, has been regarded as the 
|head of the family founded by the great 
| Napoleon. This man was not really entitled 
| by seniority to the distinguished place which 
| was accorded to him. In reality the place 
| belonged to an Amerian citizen, the grand- 
}s0n of Prince Jerome Bonaparte and his 
|, Baltimore wife, Miss Pattison. Prince Jer- 
| ome, one time King of Weatplialia, was in 
| America when a young man, and married 
an American lady. There were children of 
the marriage, and at this time there lives in 
Washington an amiable and accomplished 
| gentleman who really is the head of the 
| house of Bonaparte. He, however, is content 
| to be a plain American citizen, and does not 
| bother himself to contest the claims of others 
to the empty honor of heading the pretences 
of a dethroned dynasty. When Prince Jer- 
ome deserted his American wife at the com- 
mand ot his elder brother, who then seemed 
to hold all of the affairs of Europe in the 
hollow of his hand, he married Princess 
Frederica Catherine, of Wurtemburg, and 
was made King of Westphalia. The son of 
| this marriage, Napoleon Joseph Charles 
Paul Bonaparte, the man who has just died, 
was borne in Trieste in 1822. During the 
time of the third Napoleon he was known as 
Prince Jerome, but since the fall of the Em- 
ays and the death of Louis Napoleon's son 
1¢ had been known as Prince Napoleon. 


He was a man of marked ability, but so 
devoid of consistent principle, that notwith- 
standing his theatrical appearances at vari- 
ous times of public turmoil, he never suc. 
ceeded in holding the respect and admiration 
of the section of chmen who believed in 
the rule of the Bonapartes. He changed his 
political creed as readily as he changed his 
clothes, and no one ever knew exactly what 
dependence could be placed upon him. In 
personal appearance he very much resembled 
the first Napoleon, but he was fat, and Be- 
ranger described him as a genuine Napoleon 
medal dipped in German grease. 

He visited France for the first time in 
1845, and afterward lived there with his 
father. In 1848 he first came prominently 
before the French people as an advocate and 
instigator of the revolution which dethroned 
Louis Philippe. This being accomplished, 
he was elected a Deputy from Corsica to the 
Constituent Assembly. Next year he was 
elected from the Department of the Sarthe 
to the Legislative Assembly. From Louis 
Napoleon he accepted the position of Minis- 
ter to Madrid. He had hardly reached his 

st before he quit it to take part in some 
egislation pending in the body of which he 
was & orto For leaving his post with- 
out permission he was dismissed. He now 
became the leader of the extreme Republican 
party, and was bitter in his opposition to 
the clericals. At this time began a quarrel 
between him and Louis Napoleon’s wife. 
It never ended. When Louis Napoleon 
established himself as Emperor, Prince 
Jerome took a seat in the Senate and Coun- 
cil of State as an Imperial Prince, with the 
right of succession in case the Emperor 
should not have a son. 


Inthe Crimean war he had a command, 
but he did not come up in time at either Ink- 
erman or Alma. At his request he was 
relieved. His enemies accused him of cow- 
ardice, and he was given the nickname of 
* Plon-Plon,” which stuck to him through 
life. Kinglake acquits him of the charge of 
personal cowardice. But, at any rate, he was 
not fond of fighting, forin 1861 the Due 
d’Aumal challenged him toa duel, but Plon- 
Plon declined the invitation. 

In 1859 he married Princess Clothilde, a 
daughter of King Victor Emanuel. He was 
not an exemplary husband, and he and his 
wife lived separately for many years before 
his death. There were three children— 
Prince Victor, Prince Louis, and Princess 
Letitia, she who a few years ago married 
her mother’s own brother, the late ex-King 
Amadeus. By the will of the Prince Im- 
perial, Prince Victor was named as the head 
of the family, and at one time the father ac- 
quiesced in this, but for several years he has 
asserted hia right to the succession, and 
every now and again has printed manifestoes 
as the Bonaparte policy. 

His best service probably was as President 
ofthe Exposition in 1857. He showed great 
executive ability. He visited this country 
during the civil war. Hemet Mr. Lincoln 
in Washington, and then, with the French 
Minister, went through tne lines to the Con- 
federate capital. In 1865, at the unveiling 
of a statue of Napoleon I.

Feeding Fowls for Eggs. 


Injudicions feeding is one of the most 
frequent mistakes of beginners in poult 
raising, and one that gives rise to much i 
success, Hens that are too much fed take 
on fat, lay soft eggs or cease to lay any, got 
lazy, feverish, and are a ready prey to all 
sorts of chicken diseases. There should be 
fed only as much as will be eaten eager! 
and no more. As soon as the least indiffer- 
ence to food is manifested the supply should 
be cut short; and after each meal all food 
left uneaten should be cleared away. 
Grown fowls should be fed only twice a day 
“at morning and evening. At noon, on 
our place, the different strains are turned 
out separately into their exercising ground 
where there i a pile of earth thrown up an 
sown with grain. They scratch into this 
heap for the hidden food, and strengthen 
their muscles while doing it. The food 
furnished grown birds should be of a kind 
to make muscle without too much fat and, 
in my case, is particularly designed to 
produce eggs. The greater variety of food 
the better. The following mixture is found 
to be admirable both for producing egg 
material and for makin healthy, stron 
bodies. Three sacks of wheat, two sacks o 
broken corn, two sacks of oats, one bushel 
of ground oyster shells, one bushel of broken 
charcoal, one gallon of sulphur, and one-half 
bushel of salt; all of this thoroughly well 
mixed. Town-raised chickens need some 
meat, and this, boiled end chopped fine, is 
given them two or three times a week. In 
the country, where they can pick up worms . 
and catch insects, the meat is not necessary, 
For rainy days, when it is too wet to 
out of doors, a good plan is to hang a solid 
head of cabbage in the hennery, just high 
enough to compel the birds to jump for it, 
This will afford amusement and exercise for 
hours at @ time besides being a good ad- 
dition to the diet. 


Scaling Fish 


Even on the seashore not one person in 
thousand knows the easy way of taking 
scales from a fish without Teeaking the skin. 
This is perhaps less remarkable because the 
idea was suggested by young farmer. He 
loved to fish and, living on the shore of 
Lake Champlain, had plenty of fish, When 
they were caught they had to be cleaned. 
It is no fun to take the ‘pin feathers” from 
atwo-pound yellow perch. They area little 
worse than any salt water fish I have ever 
attempted to take out of their clothes One 
day my young friend had made a big haul 
and, as there was a large party to eat, there 
had to be a good number of fish ‘ picked.”

No basket full of fish was ever before 
cleaned so quickly. The currycomb never 
went back to the stable. There was better 
use for it among the fishing-tackle, Now 
everybody in that part of the country knows 
how to scale fish in a hurry, and every 
fisherman has his currycomb’as handy as hia 
fishing pole.

The names 
are hard to remember, the dates are harder 
still; and, plod as he will, he can gather 
little more than a series of disloceted facts 
each pinned in its aopet place by a date that 
must be driven into the memory by sheer 
mental force. Not otherwise doth the ad-

tioners,” thought the sentenced man. But 
it was the chief of the secret police of St.

As he was still breathing: they fin- 
ished him with their hammers, Then with 
Degaietl, they returned to their rooms, Half 
an hour later the murderer was in the street, 
so well disguised that he was not recognized 
even by the three police agents who kept 
pacing up and down until morning, waiting 
for any order that might be sent by their; 
chief, Soudeikine.. These agenta did not! 
dare to knock at the door during the vight, 
but they at last reported to the police Com- 
missary, and when an investigation was 
made the awful deed was discovered. Mean- 
while Degaeiff had proceeded to the Nihilist 
Committee which secured his easy escape. 
In the two following months Degaietis, 
photographs were sent broadcast, and 10,000 
roubles were vainly promised for his capture 
alive, and 5,000 for his dead body.

A mysterions potency, which we call life, 
stele in upon the earth in the primeval silen- 
ces, and has lingered on age after age as 
changeless and mecrutabR” as its (Creator, 
Life 1s always a’eociated with a particnlar 
form of matter called protoplasm, and has 
heen transmitted from one being to another, 
high or low, in an unbroken series since it 
first appeared. But, so faras we know, it 
has always resided, as it does to-day, in little 
masses of protuplasm called cells. 

In the higher forms of animals large num- 
bers of co-ordinated cell communities are 
grouped together to form an individual ca- 
pable of varied and complex powers, while 
in the lowest plants a single cell fosters the 
spark which but feebly suggests the wonder- 
ful capacities of higher types. 

We know that protoplasm is an albumun- 
od substance, and that it looks very much 
alike in cells which may develop into one of 
the higher animals, or in those which remain 
in the lowly elementary condition which 
probably belonged tothe earliest types apon 
the earth. Hence the indétiniteness of- our 
attempts to characterize and explain its 
varied forms. ‘This protoplasm has more 
than once been found at the storm centre of 
controversial vortices, because just here the 
material and immaterial seem to meet. 

A gentleman just returned from a scien- 
tific seaxce is said to have remarked that, 
so far as he could make it out, protoplasm 
appeared to be some new kind of arrow-root, 
a belief in which did not necessarily imply 
incredulity as to the inspiration of the Scrip-

, We analyze it, and find what elemental 
substances combine to give it form, we watch 
the things itdoes under the inspiration of 
the life forces, and these varied observations 
we get together and write down and call it 
a discourse upon life, or biology. But when 
in the last chapter we try to make plain to 
ourselves or to-others what it is, after all, 
which makes this particular form of matter 
called protoplasm alone fitted for the resi- 
dence of the life powers, when we try to 
picture the nature and origin of the inspiring 
agenvies, we find that, like Omar, we

But while baffled in this supreme quest, it 
has come to pass in these later years that 
pathways entered upon in pursuit of the 
mystery of life have led many explorers by 
different and devious ways into a new in- 
visible world of living things, at once so vast 
and so minute, so usetul and so deadly, that 
the dawn of a new era in thescience of life 
seems just at hand.

The Swanetans have a 
sort of writing, and their folk lore is rich i 
curious traditions and quaint legends, point- 
ing to atime when their intercourse with the 
world was more frequent than at present, 
and when they ranked among the stron 
and civilized peoples of the region. But all 
this is dying out withthem. ‘Lhey worship 
four divinities and sacrifice animals unto 
them. Their conceptions of those deities 
are strikingly suggestive of corrupted notions 
of the Trimty and the Virgin, and indicate 
that they were once Christians, but lapsed 
into heathenismbefore Christianity took d 
root amongthem They are strangers to all 
that we accept as social morality, and live in 
incestuous intercourse. There isa terrible 
percentage among them of lunatics, idiots, 
cretins, epileptics, and those stricken with 
cognate, physical and nervous diseases. 

The physical deformities of the Swanetans 
are commensurate with their moral deteriora- 
tion, and show that they must have lived as 
they live now for many generations. Their 
heads are flattened at the back and abnor- 
mally elongated in the temples: they are 
marked with strong prognatism and with 
diasthem of both the upper and lower teeth. 
As a consequence of cretinism, which is pre- 
valent smong them, nearly all the Swane- 
tans have goitres, which begin to develop at 
a very early age. It is interesting to notice 
that a branch of the same people living more 
southerly in the district called Didian- 
Swaneta, more accessible to the influences of 
the outside world, presents a more normal 
element, both moral y and physically, than 
the Swanetans here described.

EXPLORING ON THE AMAZON, 


A River Whose Mouths Cannot be 
Counted. 


ADVENTURES OF A BRITISH EX- 
PEDITION, 


The Thermometer at 121% and the ship 
Surresnded by Crecedilc<, 


T was secom’ mate of the British steamer 
Forward during her two years of exploration 
in the mouths of the Amazon, and no other 
field could have been selected to furnish 
more daily adveutures. We had with us a 
botanist, a photographer, a naturalist, an 
artist, and two outside civil engineers who 
wanted the experience, and our mission was 
to make a thorough exploration. This 
mean Pto enter every channel! where asteamer 
could float to take soundings; to observe 
the tides, currents, floods, &c.; to record 
the washing away of the hanks, changes of 
channels, and a hundred other things the 
knowledge of which might be useful to the 
world 


At the time the Forward set out there 
wae strong talk of the British Government 
posing up a big slice of the Brazilian coast 

yment of an old claim for indemnity, 
and I su the first object in view was 
to see whether the white man could stand 
the climate and do business there, and to 
get an idea of what he would have to con- 
tend with. 

The Forward was a propeller, carried two 
#ix-pound cannon as her armament, and 
when loaded drew only five feet of water. 
We had a crew of fourteen men, were ontfit- 
ted with everything which could be possibly 
used, and were convoyed from Georgetown, 
in British Guiana, | j 

as BY A MAN-OF-WAR 
arid a bri 
for us and under orders to anohor whére our 
6 ae directed, and remain as. store ship 
and a haven for us in dase of disaster. 

I do not suppose there is a geography or a 
, Marine chart in existence which gives the 
actual number of mouths of the Amagon. 
Any attempt to name them would be guess- 
work. In the flood season the great river 
empties its muddy waters over a coast sev- 
enty miles long and through twice as many 
channels, and in the dry one may be unable 
to find more than five or six channels. 
Islands are formed one month to be washed 
away the nex Where there is a bluff ten 
feet high to-day there will be nothing in 
sight but water: to-morrow. The world 
could not raise enough cash and laborers to 
straighten the stream and confine its outlet 
to one channel. 

From whatI have read of Equatorial 
Africa I should call it a paradise compared 
to what used to be termed ‘The Spot of 
Desolation.” The line of the equator crosses 
the mouth of the Amazon, and as for heat 
no white man could long endure it. I saw 
the thermometer mark from 122° to 127° 
for daysata time,and that was on the 
water, with more or less breeze stirring. 
The variety of insects which annoyed us at 
night by biting was something over a score. 
At times, when we lay at anchor offa jun le, 
a puff of wind would bring such a clon of 
mosquitoes that their ies would cover 
everything. A white man exposed to them 
on shore could not have lived an hour. 
There are seven kinds of poisonous snakes 
along the Amazon, the largest crocodiles in 
the’ world, five or six species of beasts which 
will attack man, and goodness knows how 
many kinds of bugs and ants and worms 
which make life miserable. The things we 
had uost to dread, however, were the 
jaguar, the serpents, the natives, and the 
crocodile. They seemed leagued against us 
from the very start. . 

We had a steam launch and two yawls for 
*xploration where the steamer could not go, 
and there were six of us out in the launch one 
lay making soundings in a great bend, when

‘ose tothe surface close beside us, lafiged 
orward, and had his head and one leg over 
the gunwale before any one saw him. The 
sngineer hada hatchet within reach, and 
with this he gave the reptile such a blow as 
made him draw off and sink out of sight.

As it 
was, we drove ahead at full speed and out- 
ran them, though some of them pursued us 
for half a mile, and we were nearly swamp- 
ed with the water splashed into the boat. 
_ A. few days later, one atternoon as the 
steamer came toanchorin achannel, the 
anchor must have dropped among a bed of 
‘ iles. They rose all about us, 
hi nd. splashing, and this excitement 
others, until sixty-six enormous 
big ows were to be counted at one time, 
They attacked the steamer with the utmost 
fury, and, while their efforts were harmless 
their struggles rocked her asifehe was at 
sea ina gafe, A fuse shell was prepared in 
in a keg, together with three pounds of lose 
powder, and at a prope time the keg was 
thrown overboard. It bad drifted a hun- 
dred feet. astern before they saw it and 
made a rush.

It ie the taking of the 
cenaus of the United Kingdom, and it is ac- 
lished with a nickel-in the-slot rapidity 
that challenges even the admiration of a 
shrewd Whittier from America. The method 
of taking Ube census great interest 
for the people of the United States, as offer- 
cd ing a striking comparison with the slow and 
unsatisfactory methods of enumerating the 
American people. 
Om Sunday night last, the Britons passed 
through the turnstile of their tenth decen- 
8 nial classification. The next morning the 
os record was delivered to Somerset House, to 
% be assorted and labeled, and all the work 
waa effected with marvelous: perfection of 
organization by which Great Britain is 
made. te stand still for a minute and be 
photographed. So consummate is the skill 
with which was planned that all-embracing 
machinery, that at one and the same mo- 
ment, all over the United Kingdom, the 
recording pen caught and set down every 
man’s status. 
The United Kingdom was divided up into 
49,000 districts. tt is estimated that the 
total cost of fhe work —— than $706,- 
000, while for the same work in America 
nearly 87,000,000 was appropriated by 
The census was intrusted by the home 
secretary, Mr. Matthews, to persons in an- 
thority in tke different parts of the United 
Kingdom.

counted it. In defence Stewart now alleges 
that he told Madill the note was a vatne 
before the latter purchased it, Madill testify- 
ing the very opposite, The jury returned a 
verdict for the amount of the note and costs.

Plane’s request. As the girl acknowledged 
that she had set the fire, and that her step- 
mother had made no threatto herif she did 
not do it, the magistrate did net think suffi. 
cient evidence was before him to warrant his 
committing the prisoner, and Mre. Plane was 
accordingly discharged 

Mr. Plane married the present Mrs, P. 
some three or four years ago, she bein 
second wife, It appears they have not lived 
happily together for some time, and this is 
the unfortunate outcome, Mr. Plane’s loss 
is @ serions one to him as he had no insurance, 

The Intelligencer of Saturday had the fol-

*‘In Thureday’s issue we gave an account of 
the burning ofa barn in the township of 
Madoc, belonging to Mr. Christmas Plane, 
and for which he had his wife arrested. On 
thie charge she war acquitted when brought 
4 before E. D, O'Flynn, J. P., of oC. 

r. Plane, who was a widower of 57 years of 
age, married his present wife about two years 
since, when she was 27 yeare of age. For a 
time their domestic relations were pleasant 
until, Mr. Plane alleges, his wife wanted to 
go to the village and work in a hotel for a 
day—which he forbade, as he did upon 
another occasion, The **green eyed’’ mona- 
ter putin an appearance, when happiness 
ceased for the couple, which state of affairs 
culminated in the wife being arrested on the 
charge of burning the barn. Notwithstand- 
ing the decision of the Magistrate in Madoc, 
Mr, Plane, who was in the city to-day, so far 
convinced the Crown Attorney and Police 
Magistrate of the truth of his story that his 
wife induced one of his children to set fire to 
the barn, that a warrant was issued for her 
re-arrest, as an accessory before the fact.’’

need of sleep is an imperative one, and, in 
many cases, isalmostirresistible. Instances 
are on record of soldiers sleeping on horse- 
back, or even in the midst of a battle, and 
many a sentry has been sentenced to death 
for sleeping at his post, and who was in no 
way to blame for his neglect of duty, but 
was simply overcome by a demand of Nature 
which he was unable to resist, even at the 
peril of his life. Similar instances are known 
of railroad engineers and steamboat pilots 
sleeping when on duty, with the knowledge 
that the lives of many others, as well as their 
own, depended upon their wakefulness. 

The proper amount of sleep required by 
anyone is an individual peculiarity, and no 
general rule can be given. The new-born 
infant sleeps nearly all the time, but the 
periods of wakefulness soon grow longer, 
through childhood and youth, until the full- 
grown adult devotes a minimum time to the 
recuperation of his bodily energies, while in 
oldage the need of more time for sleep is again 
felt. The feelings are the best guide in 
this respect, and if one awakes completely 
refreshed after six honrs of slumber, that 
amount is doubtless sufficient for his bodily 
needs, while another person may require 
nine or ten hours of each day to restore the 
balance of vital profit and loss. Nothing, 
however, can be worse than to regularly de- 

rive one’s self of needed sleep, in order to 
have more timo for work or pleasire. This 
is like expending one’s capital instead of the 
interest, and although the final result may 

poned, it can only end in physiologi- 
cal bankruptey. 

The time of sleep is of no particular con- 
sequenve, and is largely a matter of habit. 
The darkness and quiet of night naturally 
lead to repose, but arge numbers of people 
‘must, raanagy Sop fe reverée the usual practice 
and devote the daylight hours to slumber. 
Neither is there any particular hygienic vir- 
tue in early rising. The familiar old coup- 
let is only true in a very general sense, and 
there are a great many ca es were a man 
would be healthier, wealthier, and wiser if 
he delayed the time of his ~ising to an hour 

consistent with his own feelings and incli- 
nations 

Dreams, undoubtedly, occur during dis- 
turbed sleep, or during the interval between 
sleeping and waking, and—although itis not 
easy to prove this—it is more probable that 
@ sound sleep is a dreamless one. Unusual 
mental anxiety or excitement, ora disturbed 
state of the bodily organs, such as an over- 
loaded stomach, may cause a certain activity 
of the mental processes. which will become 
manifested in aria ms. The sudden awaken- 
ing of a sleeper will often cause a dream in 
the brief interval before full consciousness is 
attained. Dreams more often relate to re- 
cent and important occurrences inour daily 
life : but, on the contrary, the most trivial 
incident, forgotten for many year, may be, 
as it were stored up somewhere-in the brain, 
to be afterwards revived in a dream, with 
all the accompanying circumstances. 

The literature and curiosities of s'eep and 
dreams are, however, very extensive, and it 
would be impossible to refer to even a frac- 
tional part of the observed phenomena, A 
simple falling asleep, if it were not 
80 common, would be a most wonderful 
and even alarming occurrence. Al- 
thodgh the vital precesses of a sleeper 
go on as usual, -vet the mental life, 
the s¢lf-consciousness is suspended, and the 
sleeper is practically dead to this world, or 
else wandering in another and stranger 
world—thatof dreamland. A dreamer may 
be said to be in two places at once, and if 
from any cause, he should pot awake, but 
continue to dream on indefinitely, it would 
be hard to say why he would not be living 
just as true and real a life as the one which 
he knew in his waking hours, Hamlet's 
chief argument against suicide was that ‘In 
that sleep of dedth who know what dreams 
may come ?” and Byrant, in his poem, Than- 
atopsis, speaks of welcoming the approach of 
death, 

“‘Like one that wraps the drapery of his

It is noble, and perhaps the most logical 
conception we can form of the great and in- 
evitable change that must come to us all, to 
consider it as but the awakening from the 
dream of our present life into a higher state 
of existence, with a comprehension of the 
laws governing the universe and our indi- 
vidual being, which shall lead us to look 
back upon the experiences of our present 
lifeas we now vaguely remember the vis- 
ions of a disturbed slumber, and with as 
little regret that they have forever passed 
away.—Popular Scien-e News.

Snow Statues, 


Boys and girls who make ‘snow men” 
may not be aware that they are artists, but 
in a humble way they are, and many stories 
have been told of sculptors who have obtain- 
ed the inspiration of their career from the 
making of figures in snow. Thorwaldsen, 
the great Danish sculptor, was one of these. 
He was instinctively an artist in snow be- 
fore he became an artist in clay and marble. 
Furthermore, trained sculptors have conde- 
scended to make statues in snow. 


Pietro de Medicis, a ay patron of art 
in Italy, employed Micheal Angelo, during 
& particularly severe winter in Northern 
Itt , to make snow statues, and the sculp- 
tor executed these singular commissions 
with fidelity. 


Under the reign of Louis XIII. of France 
a splendid statue in snow was erected at 
the crossing of several streets in Paris with 
verses in neat raised letters upon it which 
may be translated thus: 

“ Remember, you who pasa, the day 
When you, like me. must melt away; 
And pray that winte’ rule the sky, 
For when it thaws, alas! I die.” 

During the severe winter of 1784, King 
Louis XVI. of France ordered his finance 
minister to use the public moneys to allevi- 
ate the condition of the poor of Paris: and 
in return the Parisians raised to the King a 
fine statue of snow in one of the most public 
places of the city. The pedestal bore some 
very ordinary and perfunctory verses, some- 
what like the following : 

“Great Louis, the poor, whom thy bounties 
protect, 

To thee but a statue of snow may erect: 

But to thy generous heart it is pleasanter, sure, 

That the marble should pay for bread of the 
poor,” 

Six years afterward another very cold 
winter came, and the people then cared very 
little for the benefactions of King Louis. 
Snow statues were again the order of the 
day, and one of them, a representation of 
the goddess of Liberty, was said to have 
borne this somewhat ironical but prophetic 
inscription : 

** This is Liberty ! Worship her, for to 
morrow she will be gone.”

In 
the morning take out a pint of it for cakes ; 
thin gute thin, add one beaten egg, a spoon- 
ful of salt and a pinch of soda. 

We often get tired of boughten syrups and 
make our own, as follows: 1 teacupful 
granulated sugar, one-third cupful cold 
water. Puton the stove and let it boil a 
few minntes, without stirring and remove 
from the fire. If cooked the right time, it 
will not go back to su Some people are 
very fond of ine a dressing for their cakes 
made like the ordinary sauce for pudding, 
instead of syrup. 

Bucokwaeat Cakes.-—-2 pints warm water, 
1 cake yeast, buckwheat to make a moder- 
ately thick batter. Make according to this 
recipe in the evening, and let rise over night. 
In the morning add two t nfuls of salt 
and one-fourth teaspoonful of soda to a little 
warm water and add to the batter. Manage 
so as have a half pint or so of batter left to 
start with the next evening and make as be- 
fore, using that in place of the yeast. They 
are better to make them up every day, but 
in cold weather one can let them stand three 
or four days withoutinjury if she uses a 
little more soda. One should not leave too 
much batter to start with, as it will get too 
sour. Perhaps many do not know that if 
cold buckwheat cakes are broken in small 

ieces and stirred into the batter, they will 
dissolved by the next baking.
